Hawkins refutes rumors; colors, mascot remain 


“There is no truth to the rumor that we are going to change 
the college colors or mascot,” TJC President Dr. Raymond M. 
Hawkins said. 

Hawkins said that the college is definitely not changing the 
black and gold. But he added, “We are looking for ways to better 
use these colors.” 

Trash cans on campus, which used to be a bright black and 
gold, have been replaced with stone covered ones more in keep¬ 
ing with the college architecture, Hawkins said. 

“We’re certainly not going to change the black and gold on 
the football and athletic uniforms,” Hawkins said. “I think we 
have some of the sharpest looking ones around. The color scheme 
is great.” 

Hawkins pointed out that official campus publications such 
as the calendar and student handbook still use the black and gold 
in their cover designs. 

“However,” Hawkins added, “I did ask Mrs. Prater (Stu¬ 
dent Activities Coordinator) to tone it down a bit this year. In 
the past it’s been a little too much." 

For reasons of maintaining its image, the college does not use 
the Indian mascot “Little Papoose" (a.k.a. “Happy Jack"), or 
the Apache in war bonnet in any of its official campus 


publications. ' 

‘ ‘The mascot is appropriate for use in student activities and 
for promotions on campus, but not for use in the TJC Catalog, 
handbook or any other official publications. I think you’ll find 
this true of most colleges," Hawkins said. 

In its place on official publications is now a student-designed 
seal featuring a rose, a diploma and a quill pen. This is a tem¬ 
porary seal, Hawkins said, that will eventually be replaced by 
something from a professional image consultant or advertising 
agency. 

The Apache in war bonnet “is used as an expression by the 
athletic program and has been for many years. It is appropriate 
for the athletic program and advertising relating to them, but 
not on the official stationary or in the Catalog," he explained. 

“Being the Apaches is one of our strongest traditions, and 
we have no intention to change that. We do, however, plan to 
utilize that in the appropriate places," Hawkins said. 

Changing the name of Teepee to the Student Center is entire¬ 
ly an administrative move, Hawkins said, and is only to apply 
to official and written communications. It is not aimed at how 
the students and faculty refer to it. 

Rumors regarding abolishing fraternities and sororities had 


not reached Hawkins. 

“Fraternities and sororities are an important extracurricular 
activity for young men and women. I do feel that they should 
have good programming to ensure that they have some educa¬ 
tional value and that they’re not just partying all the time," 
Hawkins said. 

No one, Hawkins said, has discussed disbanding fraternities 
and sororities with him. 

“For as long as I’ve been watching fraternities and sororities, 
15 or more years, my perception is that they have improved 
and are continuing to do so," Hawkins said. 

Claiming no knowledge of the source of the many rumors, 
Hawkins said, “This is a large organization. We have over 350 
full-time staff members, over 150 part-time employees, 7,771 
students and countless ex-students and alumni in a large city. 
Couple this with the many changes we’ve made, and will con¬ 
tinue to make, and the rumors could be coming from anywhere.” 

He said the rumors are idle speculation and that it is unfor¬ 
tunate that they get talked about and are publicized. 

“I will not dignify these rumors by spending a lot of time 
trying to refute them. I will be happy to answer any questions. 
There are no dark mysteries at TJC, ’’ Hawkins said.

The Fort Worth Chamber Or¬ 
chestra will perform here for the third 
time at 8 p.m.

As a special attraction, the TJC 
Choir will sing the last selection, 
“Zodac the Priest: Coronation An¬ 
them,” said Johnson. 

The program will feature two 
musical souvenirs from the Or¬ 
chestra’s tour last spring of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China, said Or¬ 
chestra spokesman Carol Albrecht. 

The first of the two musical 
souvenirs is ‘ ‘ Dance of the Yao Peo¬ 
ple,” composed in 1950 within a year 
of the Chinese Cultural Revolution. 

Typical of Chinese music since the 
1949 revolution, this work glorifies 
the ethnic contribution of the whole 
Republic. It combines broad, sweep¬ 
ing Chinese melodies with western 
harmony and orchestration.

two people, said Albrecht.

Fowler says apply now; 
dorms full, housing scarce 


Each semester the need for off- 
campus housing becomes evident to 
many new students. Dormitories fill 
up quickly and there are not enough 
dorm rooms to go around. 

Available dorm space for the next 
fall semester is usually filled by Dec. 
1, said Dr. Edwin Fowler, associate 
vice president and dean of student 
affairs. 

Forty-eight rooms in Lewis and 
Vaughn halls are allocated for sports 
teams, while one-third of Hudnall 
Hall is set aside for football players. 
This takes up a large part of the dorm 
space before incoming students even 
apply, he explained. 

Many types of off-campus student 
housing are available, ranging from 
apartments to rooming houses to 
private homes. The advantages and 
disadvantages need to be weighed 
carefully before committing oneself 
to off-campus housing, said Fowler. 

In most oflf-campus housing, for in¬ 


stance, the student would be subject 
mainly to his or her own rules, rather 
than those of a dormitory. Private 
housing may provide better facilities, 
and may be more convenient, depen¬ 
ding on the student’s individual 
needs. 

The greatest advantage of dor¬ 
mitory housing is price. A dorm 
room can be had for approximately 
$400 a semester. Finding off-campus 
housing at a lower rate than that 
would be a difficult feat, said Fowler. 

Students who live in dorms are 
much closer to campus activities. 
They can walk to classes and to most 
college-sponsored social events. 

In the long run, dormitory housing 
is the best bet for TJC students, 
Fowler said. It is imperative for 
students seeking dormitory housing 
to apply by Dec. 1 to be assured of 
a room next fall.

With increased enrollment parking can be a problem for students. 

All students, full or part time, day or night, must have a valid parking per¬ 
mit issued by the college to park on campus. 

The new permits are to be posted on the outside of the rear window in 
the lower left corner said Campus Police Coordinator Herbert Isham. 

A parking permit is issued free at registration, but a second permit will 
cost $2. These can be picked up at the office of Dr. Edwin E. Fowler, associate 

vice president and dean of student affairs. 

Night students who do not have parking permits and cannot reach the Stu¬ 
dent Affairs Office during business hours can acquire them from the campus 
police. 

Where to park and not park can be a trying experience for students hurry¬ 


ing to class. 

Faculty parking is clearly marked with blue signs and curbs, Isham 
explained. 

Students parking in these areas will be given a ticket which could range 
from a warning to a $7 fine. 

A new ordinance passed by the city of Tyler in August states that any per¬ 
son parking in a handicap space without proper identification will be ticketed. 

The fine will run from $50 to $200. 

Student parking can only be used by TJC students with the proper permit. 
If the vehicle does not have a proper permit, it will be given a ticket, Isham 


said. 

The police would like for everybody to park headed into parking spaces 
rather than to pull through and park headed out. Not only does it make reading 
permits easier, but if someone hits a car while pulling out of a space, that 
person would be at fault, stated Isham. 

Parking for motorcycles and bicycles is located in Holly Hall parking lot. 

Motorcycles are also required to have parking permits. Any motorcycle 
without a permit will be given a ticket, Isham said. 

All fines and tickets can be paid at Fowler’s office from 8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 

Pirtle addition begins 

Ground was broken Thursday afternoon for the fifth unit of Pirtle 
Technology Center. New construction will add 26,000 square feet of classroom 
and office space and 18,000 feet to a partially-finished third level. 

Tyler geologist and philanthropist George W. Pirtle gave a substantial sum 
toward the construction. The exact amount is being kept confidential at his 
request. 

“Thousands of youth from Tyler, East Texas and the state have benefitted 
from this man’s generous giving to our technology buildings,” said TJC Presi¬ 
dent Raymond M. Hawkins, “and ties of TJC with industry of the area are 
strengthened.” 

When Pirtle served on the TJC Board of Trustees from 1956 to 1972, he 
noticed a mounting need for expanding technological programs. 

When the second phase of the Center was dedicated in 1969, it was named 
in honor of Pirtle. 

Enrollment had more than doubled by 1976 so Phase Three was added. 
The fourth was completed in 1981.

TJC is like a small city, said Cam¬ 
pus Police Coordinator Herbert 
Isham. 

We have full control over the cam¬ 
pus, because we are the police force 
certified by the state to patrol this 
campus, he said. 

“If we have any big problems, then 
we call in the Tyler police. The 

reason is that we don’t have the pro- 

* 

per equipment to investigate major 
cases with,” Isham stated. 

If a case involves murder or drugs, 
the local police are called in. 

With six officers who have an 
average of 15 years’ experience, the 
campus police run a smooth 
operation. 

Each officer has served on a police 
force or has been a deputy sheriff 


before coming to TJC. “We won’t 
hire them unless they have had ex¬ 
perience,” Isham said. 

Some problems the campus police 
face every day include parking and 
helping unlock and start cars. 

“We unlock about three to four 
cars a day and every now and then 
we start one,” Isham said. 

With an increase in campus popula¬ 
tion, the police have had their hands 
full with parking. 

“Here the other day I gave out a 
hundred tickets,” Isham said. 

“We don’t like to give tickets, but 
we have to follow the rules,” he 
stated. 

If the students would follow the 
rules then it would make it easier on 
the police officers, he added.

Officers do more than control traf¬ 
fic. They also take care of dorm 
problems. 

“We inspect the dorms once a 
month. This is to insure that the 
students are not tearing up 
anything,’’Isham explained. 

“We have a good relationship with 
the students, especially in the last few 
years,’’Isham said. 

“If there are any problems we can 
help with, then we will try. If we can¬ 
not help, then we will try to find so¬ 
meone who can,” he said. 
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Changes in courses, facilities 
give new look' to PE Dept. 


Several changes have been made in 
physical education courses and 
facilities. These include three new 
courses in health-related fitness, 
karate and bowling, and new space 
added for classrooms and offices. 

Health-related fitness is required of 
freshmen. 

“You can spend $1,250 per person 
per year on health care. There should 
be alternatives to alter the trend 
toward higher health care costs,” said 
PE Division Director Dr. Billy Dog- 
gett. This course is intended to do 

that. 

Students will be taught several 
aspects of health-related fitness. In¬ 
cluded are: strength, cardiovascular 
fitness, flexibility and body 
composition. 

To increase fitness, students 
engage in activities such as tennis, 
volleyball, weightlifting and other 
games. 

Two other new PE classes are 
karate and bowling. Karate is taught 
on campus in both Wagstaff and Gen¬ 
try gyms. The bowling class meets at 
the bowling alley on Loop 323. Both 
are popular with the students, said 
Doggett. 

Wagstaff Gym has been expanded. 
A classroom, two public restrooms, 
a storeroom and four offices have 

been added. The old band hall in the 
Fine Arts Building was renovated into 
a dance studio for other PE classes.

TJC is in the process of develop¬ 
ing a master plan for campus expan¬ 
sion. Hopefully, a PE complex will 
be one of the buildings in the plan,” 
said Doggett. 


A firm was hired to do a study of 
campus buildings and facilities for the 

next five, ten or so years. They will 
make recomendations to the ad¬ 
ministration who will then decide 
upon the importance of these extra 
facilities, he explained. 

“The PE complex could include 
facilities for swimming, racquetball, 
bowling and indoor jogging. This is 
in the future, so don’t be looking for 
it immediately,” he said. 


New physical fitness class 
to improve health awareness 

This semester approximately 1100 students are becoming more aware of 
physical fitness in a new physical education class required of freshmen. 

Division faculty took about one year to formalize the idea for the new course. 

Dr. Billy J. Doggett, physical education division director, said the divi¬ 
sion faculty chose this course idea because they wanted to offer something 
more beneficial to students. 

“The purpose of this course is to encourage students to set a goal for 
themselves regarding fitness,” said Doggett. “We want to assist students 
in achieving a higher level of health-related fitness, and to provide activities 
whereby students will have an opportunity to improve cardiovascular fitness, 
strength, flexibility and body composition.” 

Different tests are given at the beginning and end of each semester to 
measure physical fitness. “Flexibility is first,” said Doggett.“Then they’ll 
finish with strength and endurance tests such as push-ups and running.” 

After these tests are given, students will participate in activities such as 
tennis and volleyball. 

Each physical education faculty member is teaching some of the 43 dif¬ 
ferent sections of the fitness class this semester.
